Article 1. The name of this Asscciatipa shall be the Lebanon Baptist 
Association. 

Art. 2. The officers of this Associa 
and a Treasurer. They shall be elected 
offices until their successors are elected. 


Art. 3. The object of this Association shall be the promotion of the 
Redeemer’s kingdom by the conc entration of. Christian labor, inculcation 


of Bible truth, and the cultivation of friendly intercourse among the 
churches. 


Art. 4. Members of the Association may be of two classes, viz: de e. 
gates and messengers, who shall produce} evidence of their appointment 
by the churches which they propose to re resent, before being entitled to 
seats. Only the delegates shall have the fizht to vote. 

Art. 5. Each church belonging to the Ssociation shal be entitled to 
two delegates yntil its members shall exc fifty, and one additional! del. 
egate for each additional fifty or fractional part thereof; provided, that 
ministers who are members of such chu hes, but supp y other pulpits, 
may be appointed as additional delegates tp the regular quota, 

Art. 6. This Association shall only have the power of an advisory 
council and shall in no wise infringe upon|the rights or independence of 
the churches. 

Art. 7. No queries shall be ete the Association unless reg. 
ularly sent up through the churches, and such queries shall embrace only

The duties of the various officers of the Association shall be 
similar to those of all deliberative bodies, and Mell’s Parliamentary Man- 
ual shall be the basis of decisioris of order. | 


Art..10. The Churches holding the Articles of Faith adopted by this 
body, may become members of this Association by @ unanimous vote, and 
letters of dismission may be obtained without assigning a reason therefor. 
by the concurrence of a majority present, while the Association retains 
the right of withdrawing from such church as it shall deem heterodox 
or disorderly. 


Art. 11. This Constitution may be altered or amended at any annual 


meeting of the Association by a three-fourths vote of the delegates 
present.

Hence, then 
the Sunday School, Woman’s Missionary Union, Laymen’s Team and B. 
Y. P. U. We have given, and are giving, much consideration to the Sun- 
day Schools, and rightly so, too; the good women of our churches are 
being organized—they have done, and are doing, a really great work. But 
our laymen and young peop’e are not, for the most part, being given the 
consideration due them. The time is upon us when we must have a 
program broad enough to comprehend to the extent that every member 
of the church is properly provided for in both an educational and practical 
way. The Baptists oung People’s Union, therefore, is a necessity, because 
it looks chiefly to the development of our young people. The Sunday 
School ought to impart the right instruction to those who attend her 
sessions, and the B. Y. P. U. ouzht to teach those who attend its sessions 
to rightly use the material gathered in the Sunday Schools.

Five Sunday Schools report 
Teacher Training Classes, as will be shown on annexed list. We espe- 
cially call your attention to the work being done in the First Baptist Sun. 
day School at Hattiesburg, of which Bro. Pack is Supt. A Teacher Train- 
ing Class is one of the regular c.asses of this Sunday School, and a talk 
with Bro. Pack as to how he does it, will prove interesting. 

Special Days: Most of the Schools reporting had a Mission Day, ‘wo 
had Enlistment Days, none had De<ision Days. 

Equipment: Better equipment, and- separate rooms for the Primary 
arades is reported by nearly every Sunday School. 

We recommend that since the Sunday. School is recognized as the 
greatest source of supp y for the Church that pastors lay special stress 
on this part of their work, and that they be real pastors of the Sunday 
School as well as pastors of the Church. 

We recommend that every School have a Teachers’ Training Class, 
with every member a worker, and every worker trained to so present the 
lesson as to lead a soul to Jesus. 

We recommend. Special Days in the Sunday School where special 
stress may be put for the work of our Mastor. Let us all work for others 
that we may be more like Him. 

We further rec6mmend that this Association authorize the Moderator 
to appoint Committee whose duty it shall be to seek to organize County 
Baptist S. S. Conventions in each county embraced in the pounds of Leba- 
non Association, and to appoint times, secure places and make programs 
for such County S. S. Conventions. The) first conventions to meet on as 
early date as possible and thereafter annually as shall be decided by the 
Conventions. These Conventions will co-operate with our State 8. 38.

The object of 
this home, is to provide food, clothing, shelter and training for the yntor- 
tunate orphan children who have neither parents nor other relatives to 
care for them. % 


Since its establishment, more than seven hundred children have been 
cared for, for a longer or shorter time. Many of them have grown up in 
the home and have gone out into the world to take their places inesociety, 
most of them fulfilling useful missions in the world. We have now in

REPORT OF HOME MISSIONS. 


The report was read by Bro. J. T. Christian, spoken to by Zeno Wall, 
T. J. Moore, H. H. Webb, J. C. Parker, C. C. Jones and adopted. 

Missions is the practice of the Commission of the Lord Jesus Christ. 
With us, as Baptists, it is the organized effort of truly baptized believers 
in Christ to preach Christ and Him crucified to all of the peop‘e in all of 
the world, beginning in Mississippi, going throuzhout the Southland and 
unto the ends of the earth, which is the plan outlined by Christ Himself 
Lefore His ascension, when he said: 

“Ye shall witness unto me both in Jerusa’em, and in all Judea, and 
Samaria, and unto the uttermost part of the earth.” Act. 1:8. 

For scriptural reasons, therefore, and for both convemence and effici- 
en.y, our mission work has been divided into what we term—State Mis- 
sions, Home Missions, and Foreign Missions. But we must ever bear in. 
mind that it is just ONE work,—that of telling all of the lost about the 
true Savior,—carried forward in a threefold way. 

The Southern Baptist Convention at its organization in 1845, brought 
into existence the Home and Foreign Mission Boards for the purpose of 
best conserving the energies and for the purpose of wise y and rightly 
directing the activities of our Southern people in the propagation of the 
Gospel. In the enlistment of our forces, the conservation of our ener- 
gies, and the proper direction given to our activities for zreater eftici- 
ency our Home Mission Board has played a great part. 

The outstanding characteristic of this board has been, and is, its :co- 
operative feature, Into almost every State in our Soutnern Zion the 
Home, Mission Board is extending a helping hand: Ala., Ark., Fla., Ga., 
lll, Ky., La., Md., Miss., Mo., New Mex., N. C., Okla., S. C., Tenn., Tex. 
and Va. The State and Home Boards co-operate in (1) supporting mis- 
sionary pastors, tn supporting about forty negro missionaries. There are 
departments, such as: Chur h Extension, Evangelism, Foreigners, Ne- 
groes and Indians that are supported and directed entirely by the Home 
Board. Among the Foreigners, Indians and Negroes three kinds of work 
are being done,—evanzelistic, missionary and educational. Every de- 
partment of work carried forward by the Home Board made substantial 
advances last year. In our 34 mountain schools there are being trained 
by efficient christian teachers more than 5,500 pupils, In the depart- 
ment of evange ism, and by missionary pastors 30,861 were baptized last 
year,-~a total of 56,747 were added to our churches. The 18 enlistment 
men visited 217 churches, reached 880 churches in.campaigns, more than 
100 associations and held 3,280 services, The receipts of the years just 
closed were $397,589.12. A still brighter day is ahead for our Home Mis- 
sion Board. Our supreme task NOW is the enlistment of our people. 

We appreciate the definite work which the Home Mission Board is 
doing in Mississippi in the way of enlistment. We cordially endorse 
Bro. Zeno Wall, who is now engaged in the enlistment work in our 
section.

It is with gratitude to my heavenly a. that I am able to say that 
the success of the work in which I have actively engaged for the 
past eleven months has far surpassed my most earnest expectation. | 
am delighted wit hthe cordial welcome extended to me by the pop!, 
my pleasure to go. 
raveled over three thousand 
tion, thus visiting and work- 
mmunity embraced in the 
Association. I have visited two hospitals, | one infirmary, two prisons, 
two logging camps, 78 churches, 1,281 homes, distributed over 2,000 tracts. 
I have given away 268 books, sold 2.144 books, taken 66 new subscribers 
and 66 renewals to the Baptist Record. | have received for books soid 
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$777.48, for which I received a commission of $222.71; commission on 
subscriptions to the Baptist Record, $37.50; on renewals to the Baptist 
Record, $30.37; receipts from all other sources, $189.85; making a grand 
total of $483.37, which has been taken into account by. Dr. L. G. Gates, 
chairman of the committee. I have received $660.95 of my salary, thus 
leaving $1644.05 due me-by the Association, 

I have been actively engaged for 279 days, delivered 224 sermons 
and addresses, for which I report the foliowing visible results: 40 
pérsons have been baptised; 20 received by letter; 4 restored to church 
fellowship, a large number of converts made, many pastors and churches 
strengthened, many altars of prayer erected, and many, many homes 
blessed.

tion and that our churches, Sunday Schoo} classes, B. Y. P. U. and other 
organiaztions and individuals, furnish testaments and Baptist literature 
for free distribution.

educated christian. Christ established |the first of the Baptist churches 
and commanded its members to teach ithe things which He had tau:ht 
to them. The Baptist churches of Mi sissippi in accordance with His 
commands, have established and now own three col eges where si 
young men and women have enrolled to eceive their lief's training under 
the auspices of our denomination. first of these is Mississippi Col- 
lege, at Clinton, for the education of young men. This institution has an 
endowment of $330,000 and owns real estate and buildings to the va ue 
of $35,000. Dr. J. W. Provine is the e ficient president and the enroll 
ment for the present session is already close to 450, of whom 100 are 
ministers in training. It is not too mu¢h to Say that this institution is 
the greatest asset of Mississippi Baptists and also that it is the greatest 
factor in the uplift of the State of Mississippi. 

The second of our Baptist schools is larke Memoria’ College, located 
at Newton, under the care of Rev. M. o. Patterson. This institution has 
been accepted by the Education Commission as a Junior College for 
young men and women, that is to say its graduates are prepared to enter 
the Junior class of a college whose r uirements for entrance to the 
Freshman Class are 14 Carnegie units. © present curriculum, however, 
is slightly above this. Clarke College has property to the amount of 
about $75,000, and its enrollment is alreddy about 125, twenty of whom 
are ministerial Students. It has done and is doing a splendid work in 
its particular sphere. 

The third of our trinity of Baptist sthools is Mississippi Woman's 
College, located at Hattiesburg.
